OHUW INGREASE 
DEOPITE GUTS 


Gain of $30,289,793 Is Re- 
ported 
Assessed 
States. 


MORE MONEY PAID 
BY CORPORATIONS 


Decrease Is Shown 
Number of Returns 
Made and Also in Total

Washington, June 26.—Substantial 
increases in revenue from taxes on 
individual and corporation earnings 
during the calendar year of 1926, in 
spite of rate reductions and new ex- 
emptions allowed in the 1926 revenue 
act under which the returns were filed 
are reported in statistics of income 
made public by the bureau of interna! 
revenue today. . 

The bureau’s analysis shows that al- 


in| 


though as a result of increased per- | 


sonal exemptions, granted in the 1926 
act, both the number of individual re- 
turns and the total net income report- 
ed were greatly redueed, there was an 
increase of 50,289,793, or 4.3 per cent 
in the total tax assessed. The num- 
ber of returns filed was 4,711,051, the 
aggregate net @ncome reported was 
$21,894.576.4053 and the net tax was 
$734,555, 183. 

As compared with the returns filed 
for the calendar year, 1924, the re- 
turns for 10925 show a deérease in 
number of 3,198,737. or 43.40 per cent 
and a decrease in the total wet in- 
come of $3,761,577,061, or 14.66 per 
cent. The average net income in 1925 
was $5,249.16. the average amount of 
tax was $176.11, and the average tax 
rate was $3.35, as compared to the 
preceding year when the average net 
income was $3,481.26, the average 
amount of tax $95.56 and = the 
average tax rate 2.74 per cent. 


Corporations. 


The number of corporations filiny 
income tax returns was 430,072, of 
which 252.554 reported net income 
amounting to $9,553,683,697 on which 
they were to pay taxes aggregating 
$1.170,331,206. For the  precedinz 
calendar year, the number of corpora- 
tions was 417.421 of which 236,389 
reported net income aggregating $7,- 
086,652.202 on which the taxes were 
fixed at $891.549,546. 

As indicated in a preliminary state- 
ment several months ago, today’s re- 
port showed that 207 persons paid 
taxes on incomes of $1,000,000 or more 


‘during 1925. 


Several persons reported ineomes 
of more than $5,000,000 during the 
vear; nine reported incomes between 
$4,000,000 and $5,000,000: fifteen re- 
ported incomes between $3,000,000 and 
$4,000,000; twenty-nine, between $2, 
(0,000 and $3,000,000; forty-three.

Illinois, with a total individual and 
corporation income of $2,827,268,695 
for 1925 on which taxes aggregating 
$170,483.863 were levied——S.95 per 
cent of the total tax reported in the 
country—ranks third among the states. 
New York with a combined individual 
and corporation income of &7.501,- 
O47.518 on which S575.136.083, or 
OO.20 per cent of the total net tax 
was reported, heads the list. 


Pennsylvania Second. 

Pennsylvania is second with indi- 
vidual and corporation incemes total- 
ing $2,922.495.335 and taxes of $184.- 
071,456, 9.69 per cent of the net tax 
for the country. 

California is fourth in the list with 
combined income of $1,908,245,.741

“I cannot by logi- 
calargumentation and without-making 
some broad assumptions show that Je 
sus was divine. 

‘‘All that is to be said to doubters 
is: Try to live like Jesus lived. Try 
to keep a perfect harmony between the 
physical, mental and moraf sides of 


your nature. Try to keep your beiter 


selves always in control and you wili* 


find only a Devine Being could have 
done it as Jesus did. 

“Christ was not inconsistent in His 
saying. He.was, therefore, much un- 
like Elmer Gantry of today who says 
one thing and does another.” 

Gantry, the fiction character, was a 
dissolute and irresponsible preacher 
who permitted personal inclinations to 
overcome his religious zeal. His life 
was supposed to travesty some mod 
ern preachers. 

Mr. and Mrs. Coolidge joined in 
hymns “Love Divine, All Love Ex- 
celing’’ and “Onward Christian ‘Sol 
diers’’ and “Rock of Ages.” A school- 
marm played the piano, a tremulor 
tenor sang and two cow-punchers pass:

Crisis Will Be Reached 
Today Which May Re- 
sult in General Strike in 
Movieland. 


CANVASS PLANNED 
BY ACTORS’ EQUITY 


Stars and Subordinates 
Are Advised Not to Sign 
Until Investigation Is 
Made. 


Hollywood, Cal., June 26.—( United 
News.)—A crisis in the film city 
which may result in a general strike 
of picture players aad technicians will 
be reached here Monday. 

Formal announcement is made at 
the Burbank studios of the First Na- 
tional Pietures corporation that all 
non-contract salaries would be reduced 
10 per cent, effective Monday, and 
that stars, directors and others under 
coatract would be asked to waive their 
agreements and accept proportionate 
reductions. 

News dispatches from New York 
indicated that all other studios in Hol- 
lywood and surrounding towns would 
issue similar orders, which already 
have been formulated in the east, the 
first part of the weck. 

Meantime, the stars and secondary 
players are attempting to effect a cea- 
eral organization of the industry to 
resist the salary cuts. 

An appeal to the Actors’ Equity of 
New York will be the first move 
made. 

Emergency Period. 

“Temperament town’’ does not take 
kindly to such mercenary thirgs as 
salary reductions tu tide over wha 
the film magnates say is ap emergency 
period in this, the fifth largest 1n- 
dustry in the world. 

Fireworks in plenty are anticipated 
when the balance of the studios post 
their formal notices Monday. 

Leading stars and directors de. 
clined to be quoted directly on the 
cefensive steps being taken today, for 
fear of heing. singled out for dis- 
ciplinary measures before the general 
orders are issued. 

However, the leaders agreed that 
the famous faces which smilingly 
greet the kleig lights of Holly wood 
each day will never “mug” a time 
clock, even if protracted vacations 
are necessary to win the dispute. 

Ultimatum Given. 

The first national players, who 
have already had their ultimatum 
laid down to them by Ned Marin, 
temporary manager of west coast pro- 
duction for this company, are mak 
ing their plans in secret with brother 
actors of the other studios, and de- 


the retrenchment orders are in effect 
against the entire industry. 

Action through the Actors’ Equity 
probably will be sought by individua: 
stars who have affiliation with the or- 
ganization through previous contact 
with the stage. The lesser players 
and technical people are urging that 
they also be represented ‘in the pro 
test. and for that reason the move to 
crganize the industry generally is be 
ing made today.

ALL PARIS JOKES 
AS POLICE SEER 
MISSING DAUDET 


Director of Police Is Dis- 
missed But Newspapers 
Continue To Ridicule 
French Government. 


Paris, June 26.—(/)—All Paris 
laughed and joked today at the ex- 
pense of the government, which was 
tricked inte releasing three of the most 
prominent inmates of Sante prison and 
doesn’t know where to find them. 

The royalists Leon Daudet and M. 
Delest and the communist Semard, 
who was let owt of prison yesterday 
with them by a ruse on the part of 
Daudet’s bright young royalist zeal- 
ots, were still at liberty tonight. The 
police are looking for them, and other 
government agents are conducting a 
series of inquiries to determine how it 
could have happened, and the way it 
did—two simple telephone calls, with 
Director Catry of the prison at one 
end of the line and a royalist, who 
snid he was M. Sarraut, minister of 
the interior, on the other. 

Director Loses Job. 

Director Catry already has lost his 
job, but the newspapers, when the 
humor of the situation allows them 
to be at all serious, assert that the 
blame belongs higher up, and that 
Catry is being made the scapegoat. 
After all. papers of all shades of opin- 
ion inquire in a chorus, had not the 
director of the prison been ordered by 
telephone only a week previously to 
release the communist hunger striker 
Girardin; the orders on that occasion 
coming also ftom high quarters—the 
ministry of justice! ; 

Maurice Jpujo. editor in chief of 
Daudet’s paper L’Action§ Francaise, 
who gleefully told the press how the 
“ceamelots du roi” or “king's hench- 
men” had bronght about Daudet’s re- 
lease—as much as_anyone else—was 
called before the court of inquiry to- 
day. as weré many others. 

M. Sarraut, whose name was taken 
—but not exactly in tain—by the man 
who telephoned to the prison ordering 
the release of the prisoners, learned 
about the incident while dedicating 
a monument to the war dead at the 
other end of Paris. He was in the 
company of the prefect police, Mon- 
sieur Chiappe. 

Sarraut Angered. 

Director Catry, as customary, sent 
word to M. Chiappe that the prison- 
ers had been liberated. The prefect 
turned to M. Sarraut and said: “Mon-

Two Service Fliers An- 
nounce That They Will 
Wait for Arrival of Gen- 
eral Patrick.

TWO RIVAL CAMPS 
SEEK LEADERSHIP.

San Francisco, June 26.—(United 
News.)--Two rival camps of airmen 
late today rushing inte the final stages 
of a dramatic battle for the honor of 
being the first to get away on a 
filght from California to Hawaii. 

Backed by the resources of the Unit- 
ed States army, Lieutenants Lester J 
Maitland and Albert Hegenberger were 
ready for the perilous flight of 2.408 
miles to the islands in mid-Pacifie. 
Opposing them is a little band of ci- 
vilian aviators who are doing every- 


thing to speed the take-off of Ernie 
Smith. air mail pilot. 


The army's attempt to reach Hono- 
lulu will be started Tuesday, Lieu- 
tenant Maitland said tonight after he 
and Lieutenant Hegenberger returned 
here from a trial flight over the San 
Francisco bay region. 


Circle Airport. 


The men flew in the big Fokker 
monoplane which they will use in the 
Hawaiian flight. During the test they 
circled several times a few hundred 
feet above the Oakland airport on 
Bay Farm island and said upon their 
return that the hop-off probably 
would be from that field. 


“We will take our plane over there 
Monday afternoon,” said Lieutenant 
Maitland, “and intend to get startel 
Tuesday.” 


Smith's machine, a rebuilt Travel- 

air monoplane, ferried across San 
Francisco bay to Bay Farm .sland 
and mechanics swarmed about the 
field, putting last touches to get the 
craft ready, 


The army fliers, leaving their huge 
tri-motored Fokker plane in a Crissy 
fiel’ hangar, flew in a smaller army 
plane to the Bay Farm island field, 
which they had expected to use in 
their hop-off, and returned here with 
the announcement that they might 
be forced to use Mather field, Saera- 
mento, as their starting point. 

“There are strong cross-winds that 
seem to blow contipuously at Bay 
Farm,” said Lieutenant Maitland. 
“We will make further tests to de- 
cide definitely whether this will inter- 


'fere with the start.”

Political Charlatan 


(From the Birmingham News.) 


Fresh from his doubtful triumphs 


in expo.nd the constitution at 
Tusculum in Tennessee and Mercer in 
Georgia, Mr. William Gibbs McAdoo 
is afflicted with nigh aphasia the 
moment h arrives in the _ historic 
county of Mecklenberg in North Caro- 
lina. Interviewed there by newspaper- 
men, Mr Edward Doheny’s former 
eounsel is hardly more vocal than the 
reticent clam.

In the shaded groves of Tusculum 
university, the eighteenth amendment 
was Mr. McAdoo’s theme, in the 
cloistered walls of Mercer the Vol- 
stead act was his song. In each of 
these two addresses of his, the para- 
mount question before the country—in 
Mr. McAdoo’s judgment—was “law 
enforcement :” that is, enforcement of 
the wrohibition law. To all other 
laws, Mr. McAdoo—in each of these 
recent speeches of his—paid not even 
the cool respect of a fleeting glance. 

Yet between the hour when Mr. 
McAdoo spoke to Tusculum’s _ stu- 
dents in Greene county, Tenn., and 
the moment when he shook his head at 
Charlotte oracularly to the correspon- 
dent of Mr. Josephus Daniels’ news- 
paper, a number of interesting things 
had taken place in Mr. McAdoo’s be- 
loved south, where Mr. McAdoo now 
lifts up his voice. 

Among these interesting things may 
At Troy, Miss., one 


being an illicit distiller, was shot 
down by a prohibition enforcement of- 
ficer. The dead boy’s slayer is now 
charged with murder in a warrant 
sworn out by the dead boy’s father. 
At Louisville, Miss., another of Mr. 
McAdoo’s countrymen—a negro, to be 
sure—wes burnt at the stake by a 
blood-lusty mob. At Toccoa, Ga., one 
of Mr. McAdoo’s countrywomen was 
seized by a band of hooded night- 
stalkers, carried into the woods and 
flogged almost into insensibility. At 
Childersburg, in Alabama, one of Mr. 
McAdowo’s countrymen was seized by 
a band of these bed-sheeted, pillow- 
slip-hooded cowards, taken into the 
woods by night and flogged until he 
was nigh the point of death. At 
Tampa, Fla., yet another of Mr. Mc- 
Adoo’s countrymen was seized by four 
marauders in broad daylight, forced 
into an automobile before his pleading 
wife’s eyes, motored into the country 
and there flogged mercilessly by his 
kidnapers.

As a common illustration, let us 
take a case of Colle’s fracture and see 
how it is managed by good surgeons 
today. | 

Colle’s fracture is a broken radius. 
That is the main bone of the forearm 
near the wrist joint. This bone is 
apt to be bywken when one falls on 
the palms, or when an automobile 


crank kicks back and catches the care- 
less cranker’s thumb (which should 
always be on the same side of the 
crank handle with the fingers, as a 
precaution against this accident.) 


The more promptly the displacement 
is corrected (reduced) following the 
fracture, the better. But only the 
doctor should attempt to reduce a 
fracture. Unless there is some imped- 
iment the skillful physician nowadays 
gives the patient a little . anesthetic 
and reduces the fracture painlessly 
and perfectly without giving pain. 
Moreover, if there is access to X-ray 
equipment, the doctor nowadays pre- 
fers to examine the fracture after re- 
duction, as well as for diagnostic pur- 
poses in the first place, to determine 
that the displaced fragments have been 
put in perfect alignment and that the 
appliance or dressing is well suited 
to retain the fragments in correct po- 
sition, 

For the ideal dressing, a moulded 
plaster of Paris splint is now gen- 
erally pteferred to wood or metal or 
composition readymade splints. ‘This 
moulded splint gives the patient the 
greatest comfort, because it is a per- 
fec: fit. It gives the fracture the best 
support for the same reason. of 
course a soft padding is used between 
the splint and the skin. 


Nowadays no well trained doctor 
“binds” splints on with tight band- 
ages or by pressure otherwise main- 
tained. On the contrary, one of the 
tests of a skillful surgeon is that he 
employs bandage or other retentive 
means merely to keep the splint in 
place, and therefore the bandage or 
straps or adhesive plaster never cause 
pain or discomfort by their tightness. 
they 
had to use pressure to keep the frac- 
ture reduced. They were quite wrong, 
and often their zeal in that direction 
actually retarded healing and prolong- 
ed or prevented good recovery. 


-The modern doctor usually wishes 
to see the patient about 24 hours af- 
ter first reduction, when the splint or 
cast is removed, the hand gently mas- 
saged and the fingers gently manipu- 
lated, then the splint replaced. ‘This 
is repeated daily, with graduaily in- 
creasing massage and passive move- 
ments of the fingers and thumb. About 
the fourth day the splint or cast is 
cut down to cover only a tew inches 
at the wrist, and the patient is in- 
structed to use his fingers as much 
as possible. Often electric treatment 
or diathermy is given with the mas- 
sage at this time. The splint is fin- 
ally removed at the end of ten days, 
or sometimes earlier, and only a band- 
age or adhesive’ plaster strapping 
about the wrist is kept on for support 
—chiefly moral support, from this 
time on. By this method most pa- 
tients are discharged completely cured 
in three or four weeks, and are ready 
to put the injured arm to any accus- 
tomed use. 

Much of the prolonged or perma- 
nent disability that followed such 
fractures under the old time method of 
treatment was due to the error of 
keeping the fracture “bound up” in 
splints for weeks without any attempt 
to preserve function.

Against Modification.

“It seems a pity,” she goes on, her 
eyes of a transparent brown like 
pools in October woods, wide and 
earnest, “for a frank and honest na- 
tion to have its fine progress stayed 
by a dispute that divides it into bit- 
ter factions and by a law that is 
ridiculed and flouted.” 

Says Law Is Ridiculed. 

We told Mme. Gabrilowitsch we 
had been assured by many that prohi- 
bition has decreased drinking. She 
looked surprised: 

“But where—how? I am not a 
society woman, but I have many op- 
pertunities to see the life and homes 
of the cultured and it is the same 
everywhere—a disregard of the law. 
general jokes poked at it, and the 
bootlegger in high repute as a bene- 
factor of the community! 

“Highbred Europeans, in sincere 
puzzlement, ask why we have such a 
law, and, if it is the majority's will, ’ 
why do we break it? One may an- 
swer that the majority do not break 
it, but can this be proven? So far 
as I can see, no one pays attention 
to the eighteenth amendment except 
those who never care for drinking 
anyway. 

“Facts are practically impossible to 
get. Both the drys and the wets pre- 
sent and distort fact until they prove 
nothing. It is like the Bible in that 
you can find anything you want in it 
—-justification of war and of drink- 
ing; of total abstinence and of peace. 

Thinks Wine Has Benefits. 

“In this matter of the eighteenth 
amendment, all we really have to rely 
on is opinion. If mine is worth any- 
thing, I would say that wine used in- 
telligently is one of the earth’s good 
things. It tends, in many tempera- 
ments, to bring out the best.’”’ 

We suggested the argument that 
because liquor is sometimes misused, 
it would be wrong to permit wine and 
beer, as they would open the way to 
hard drink; and that everybody 
should abstain from all alcohol for 
the common good. 

“Why not,” argued Mark Twain's 
daughter, “abstafn from beefsteaks 
becatise so many people eat too much 
red méat? And from pies, pork and 
potatoes hecause they fatten, and 


thousands die each year from diseases 
brought on by adipose tissue?” 


“When people are affected by alco- 
hol they annoy and endanger oth- 
ers,” we offered. 


“Are there not laws to take care 
of those who interfere with their 
neighbors’ rights?” she __ replied. 
“Meanwhile, if a tiny part of the 
money vainly spent in trying to en- 
force prohibition were used in edu- 
cating young and old to the effects, - 
physical and moral, of alcohol, we 
would soon have nation-wide  tem- 
perance—which we shall never have 
under prohibition.”

100 Piedmont Ave., Atlanta, Ga. ] 


who was reelecied president of the 

Consolidated Apple Growers exchange. 

said Saturday that the exchange has 

begun its new fiscal year with better 

marketing prdéspects than have pre- 

vailed at any time in recent years. 
Label Is Guarantee. 

“The exchange lal! on a box of 
apples is now generally recognized as 
a guarantee of the contents of the 
box and buyers are accepting our 
apples more freely without question.” 
said Mr. Beck. “It has taken five 
years to do this, but the result is of 
first importance to the growers hay- 
ing membership in the exchange, as it 
gives a premium in price for their 
product.” 3 

Mr. Beck said the exchange was 
complimented the past season on the 
improvement in appearance of its 
package, which. he pointed out, was “a 
better box, made of good material. and 
as attractive a label as can be found 
anywhere.” 

Another encouraging feature of the 
past season to growers has been the 
good keeping qualities of the apples, 
Mr. Beck stated. “It has been a sur- 
prise to me to find varieties we ex- 
pected to keep only in storage until 
about Christmas show up well several 
months later,” he said. “All our 
varieties compare favorably with west- 
ern apples in the condition they same 
out of cold storage in the latter 
months of the season.” 

Need Cold Storage. 

Mr. Beck called attention to the 
fact one of the greatest needs of the 
growers is adequate cold storage facili- 
ties at Cornelia, where the many varie- 
ties of apples grown can be separated 
and reassembled in grades and sizes. 
From the stock, orders can be filled 
for one box or 10 cars, as desired by 
buyers, he said. 

“The growers’ exchange deserves 
the hearty financial, as well as moral, 
support of the banks and business 
interests of the apple section,” said 
Mr. Beck. “Our orchard properties 
are the most valuable asset in Haber- 
sham county; in fact outside of gen- 
eral farming, the orchards are the 
, largest and most valuable industry in 
| the section. The large investments of 
ree apple growers give value to the 
land generally, while the monthly pay- 
‘rolls of the orchard companies regu- 
| Jarly distribute large sums of money
